The Art of Giving 


Giving is an art that must be learned. 
As in all other arts, “practice makes per- 
fect.” An effective practice calls for patient 
persistence, regularity, continuance in the 
face of difficulties and hindrances, and thus 
the forming and maintaining of the habit of 
giving. Christian giving springs from grat- 
itude; as the Lord said to his disciples, 
“Freely ye have received, freely give” 
(Matt. 10:8). Following the Scripture 
that “we love him, because he first loved 
us,” God’s children may truly say, “We 
give to him, because he first gave to us.” 
In one of his great chapters on giving, 
Paul closed his loving exhortation to give 
bountifully and cheerfully, not sparingly or 
grudgingly or “of necessity,” with the 
words: “Thanks be unto God for his un- 
speakable gift” (2 Cor. 9:15). Dr. Hough- 
ton, President of Moody Bible Institute, 
recently addressed a group of Philadelphia 
ministers and laymen on the subject of next 


year’s Moody Centenary, and he mentioned 
the fact that those responsible for the con- 
duct of the Moody Bible Institute are never 
troubled when they know of Christian peo- 
ple giving generously to other causes. And 
Dr. Houghton made the suggestive com- 
ment: “People never quit giving because 
they give.’ Giving encourages giving, 
breeds giving, increases giving. People 
quit giving by giving less, not by giving 
more. The more we give, the more we 
find we are able to give and the more we 
enjoy giving. It is also often true that 
those who have least give most, while 
those. who have most give least. “Only God 
and the poor know.what the poor do 
for the poor.” If we will but step out in 
faith upon God’s grace, we shall find new 
possibilities and joys in giving, and it will 
be proved to us that “God is able to make 
all grace abound toward you; that ye, 
always having all sufficiency in all things, 
may abound to every good work” (2 Cor. 
9:8). 
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Will Revival Come?

ILL revival come? Will the holy 
W ice again fall? Will the true 

Church once more put on her beau- 
tiful garments? Will she go forth “ter- 
rible as an army with banners” to conquer 
in old and new fields for Christ? Will 
the arm of the Lord be made bare openly 
in the sight of all people? Multitudes say, 
“We hope so.” Others say, “We fear not.” 
Still others boldly declare, “The next re- 
vival will be the meeting in the air.” 

Happily, unanimity on this question, de- 
sirable as it is, is not the determining factor. 
The matter is in better hands. It was de- 
cided long ago in the counsels of God. 
Some things are out of man’s control. The 
effectual working of God’s power brings 
salvation and revival. 

Students of prophecy, well-informed on 
dispensational truth, sometimes frankly 
confess that in their studies they find no 
specific hope of revival. The study of 
prophecy is most excellent; but prophesy-

ing is quite dangerous. Prophecy was 
never intended to be like the sun shining 
in his strength. It is as a lamp shining 
in a dark place until the day dawns. Ad- 
mittedly there are “dark” places. The 
searchlight of prophecy does not reveal 
the valleys of revival blessing lying be- 
tween mountain peaks of coming events. 
No man is sufficiently informed of God’s 
program as to say that there will not be an- 
other revival before our Lord’s return. 
Elijah was a mighty prophet, but he could 
not see a ray of hope for revival. In fact, 
he prayed against revival. He prayed 
something like this: “Lord, you will have 
to judge this people. Their sins have 
reached to Heaven. They have forsaken 
thy covenant, digged down thine altars, 
killed thy prophets; I am the only Fun- 
damentalist left, and now they are after 
me” (Rom. 11:3). Poor Elijah! Though 
greatly taught and mightily used of -God, 
he could not see any hope for revival. How- 
ever, the school of the prophets, Elisha, and 
revival were just around the corner. God 
has not revealed to any one man all that 
his love has in store for his people. 
Many other students of the Word con- 
fess that present conditions provide little 
hope for revival. They point to these 
perilous times and to the rising tide of 
iniquity. Communism, Fascism, material- 
ism, atheism, behaviorism, and many other 
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isms affect and discourage their hopes. 
They read into these evils lines of hope- 
lessness. They have persuaded themselves 
to believe that praying for a revival in 
such a time as this is equal to praying 
for a nullification of the decrees of God. 

May we suggest that similar objections 
to the possibility of revival might have 
been made by the prophets, apostles, re- 
formers, and revivalists in other dark 
periods. Even when hope seems .at the 
lowest ebb, the Scriptures do not warrant 
despair. While many are saying: “Who 
will shew us any good?” we are counseled 
to lift up the hands which hang down. 
“Lord, lift thou up the light of thy coun- 
tenance upon us” (Psa. 4:6). Against 
hope the mighty servants of God believed 
in hope, and through faith did exploits. 
Had we been in the Holy Land between 
Calvary and Olivet, and taken a religious 
census, we probably would have discovered 
a hundred and twenty believers and mil- 
lions of doubters. We would have found 
a predominant religious system opposing 
Christianity. But what happened? With 
the mighty impact of Pentecost multitudes 
were miraculously wrested from this dom- 
inating force. Even a great company of 
the priests became obedient to the faith. 

If the Church was thus supernaturally 
originated, who will say that her closing 
days may not be resplendent with the 
same glory of her Lord? If the Lord 
thinks enough of his Church to translate 
her, may he not love his Church sufficiently 
to revive her before the upward call? 
“And the very God of peace sanctify you 
wholly ; and I pray. God your whole spirit 
and soul and body be preserved blameless 
unto the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Faithful is he that calleth you, who aLso 
WILL po iT” (1 Thess. 5:23, 24). 
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There are seven Scriptural reasons for 
expecting revival. 

We may confidently expect revival, first 
of all, because of the love-purposes of Christ 
for his Church, “I will mention the lov- 
ingkindnesses of the Lord” (Isa. 63:7). 
Christ’s love excells all human love. It 
surpasses knowledge. “Husbands, love 
your wives, even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it; that he 
might sanctify and cleanse it with the 
washing of water by the word, that he 
might present it to himself a glorious 
church, not having spot, or wrinkle, or any 
such thing; but that it should be holy 
and without blemish” (Eph. 5: 25-27). God 
especially favors his children. They have 
privileges that others do not enjoy. Light 
is sown for the righteous. He reserves 
for them the riches of grace. “Oh how 
great is thy goodness, which thou hast 
laid up for them that fear thee; which 
thou hast wrought for them that trust in 
thee before the sons of men!” (Psa. 31: 
19.) He has not appointed his people to 
wrath, but to obtain salvation. 

Husbands do for their wives many things 
that are not marked on the daily calendar. 
Love is a most considerate grace. God 
will continue to do for his Church ex- 
ceeding abundantly above all she can ask 
or think. Surprising tokens of his un- 
searchable love are reserved for his peo- 
ple. The Lord, who loved the Church and 
gave himself for her, will love her unto 
the end, and as the age draws to its close 
will disclose surprising manifestations of 
his affection. Because of Christ’s love to 
his Church we may expect revival. 

Because of God's great jealousy for his 
own name. “I wrought for my name’s 
sake” (Ezek. 20:9). If praying for

lack and their false ideas, still there are 
some things we could all agree with.”

These letters show how widespread is the 
subtle and attractive influence of the popu- 
lar but wholly unscriptural cult “Unity.”

It 
saturates its teachings with the Bible, and 
it speaks frequently of Christ. Yet it con- 
tradicts the Bible at vital points, and re- 
jects Christ as the only Saviour of men by 
his blood sacrifice, death, and bodily regur- 
rection.

Surely these are worthy, true Christian 
sentiments and counsels, But there is fatal 
poison in them, for they offer these bless- 
ings to all who will simply claim them re- 
gardless of personal sin and their need of 
a Saviour who could save only by dying 
for the sinner.

Reviews of some of the latest and best books in the fields of Christian fiction, sermons, Bible 
study, devotional books, biography, and Sunday-school work 
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The Ilustration, in Sermon, Address, 
Conversation, Teaching. By Lester B. 
Mathewson, B.A, (Fleming H. Revell Co., 
New York, $3.) A veritable gold mine 
for Christian workers will be found within 
the covers of a good book of illustrations. 
The present volume, however, is more than 
a book of anecdotes; it is a treatise on 
the whole use and range of the story ele- 
ment not only in speaking and teaching, 
but in conversation as well. It is, as it 
claims to be, a self-correcting course in 
the use of illustrative material. 

There are chapters on the proper length 
and number of illustrations, and also on the 
kind of illustrations not to use and why. 
The illustration is shown in use in connec- 
tion with Bible lessons, evangelistic ser- 
mons, public addresses, talks to children 
and young people, missions, and in con- 
versation while making calls either as a 
pastor or church worker or as a Christian 
friend. 

The value of the illustration is seen as 
an educational factor, and as a mental 
stimulus and discipline, and in an unusual 
and interesting chapter on securing illus- 
trations from original sources it is shown 
that the “hobby” of collecting them may 
become of real worth in maintaining the 
good health of the preacher or Christian 
worker, ; 

While it is in the form of a lecture or 
study on the subject, yet each chapter with 
its distinctive point is accompanied by many 
choice illustrations. There are literally 
hundreds of them, analyzed, and followed 
by a set of questions by which the student 
may test his own judgment or skill in their 
use. The book is probably unique in this 
feature which alone makes it an invaluable 
asset to the eager and conscientious worker. 

There is a thought-provoking chapter on 
the use that Christ made of the illustration, 
and several chapters are devoted to the 
sources of illustrations, and the gathering 
and filing of them. There are “Illustra- 
tion Drills” with tests by which the student 
may measure his progress. All this rich 
material is well indexed under the headings 
“Topical” and “Biblical.” The Biblical 
index follows through the Bible and indi- 
cates the texts for which certain illustra- 
tions may be applied. The work is thor- 
oughly sound and truly spiritual. 


Portraits of Christ. By Harold Samuel 
Laird. (The Bible Institute Colportage As- 
sociation, Chicago, 75 cents.) These brief 
and yet very searching studies in the Gos- 
pel of John picture the Lord Jesus Christ 
in many aspects. As Mr, Laird says in 
his preface, “Each chapter of this wonder- 
ful Gospel contains a distinct portrait of 
our Lord, showing forth clearly some par- 
ticular aspect of his character and his 
work.” And these are not ordinary studies, 
nor are they resting for their validity: upon 
anything other than the divine revealings 
in the Gospel .itself. There is a basic 
reality in this score of concentrated chap- 
ters which thoroughly justifies the title,

Bush Aglow 


The Centennial Biography of Dwight 

L. Moody. By Richard E. Day. (Jud- 

son Press, 1701 Chestnut St., Phila- 
delphia, $2.) 


OU’LL live through a lifetime with 

Moody when you read this book. It 
is different from all other books retelling 
Moody’s life, for Dr. Day was provi- 
dentially given access to a vast amount 
of original documents, source materials, 
and photographs, which have never before 
been drawn upon for publication. 

The author’s biography of Spurgeon, two 
years ago, was also a masterpiece, as the 
Times showed in its review. It was a 
trying and challenging ordeal for Dr. Day 
to pass from that to a study of Moody; 
he was halted by the “plain, almost monot- 
onous endowment of Moody, over against 
the genius of Spurgeon.” But as he kept 
on he realized that there is a message in 
Moody’s life for all the rank and file of 
us “poor Ordinaries” that Spurgeon could 
never have. 

There is no whitewashing of the hero. 
Young Moody is shown in his obstinacy, 
his presumption, his sadly unnecessary 
limitations of education and training. We 
are carried through his young manhood, 
his business experience, his conversion, and 
his crude beginnings in Christian work. 
Unforgettable pictures are drawn of his 
mother and his wife. 

Then we are shown his first great step 
of faith as he abandons a highly successful 
business career, earning some $10,000 a 
year, to give his whole time to the Lord’s 
work, in the first year of which he re- 
ceived $300. 

But best of all is the contrast between 
the account of Moody’s indefatigable activ- 
ity and irrepressible energy during the 
years when he worked and preached “in 
the flesh,” and that day when he stopped 
trying to do things for Christ, and began 
letting Christ do everything for him. Then, 
and only then, began the great meetings 
and campaigns of revival the like of which 
have rarely been seen during the Christian 
centuries. 

It is a book that will break hearts of 
Christian workers and ministers as well as 
of ordinary folk and the unsaved. One 
cannot read it through and be what one 
was before reading it. God grant that it 
may be used as an instrument in His hands 
for the revival for which countless num- 
bers of God’s children are praying to- 
day. 





“Portraits of Christ.” Mr. Laird is more 
and more widely known as a preacher of 
great power who must indeed keep the 
channels of the infilling of the Spirit wide 
open in his thinking and in his living, in 
order to receive -and to deliver such rich 
messages as these. Each one is prefaced 
by a brief, threefold analysis, and then you 
are made captive by the intensity and fine 
simplicity of the writer’s faithful revealing 
of the lineaments that he wishes to bring 
before your spiritual perceptions. ‘“Por- 
traits of Christ” is a book that will find 
a place of great blessing among the cher- 
ished devotional books of our day. ; 


Pastoral Problems. By W. B. Riley, 
A.M., D.D. (Fleming H. Revell Co., New 
York, $1.50.) The making of a good min- 
ister of Jesus Christ is a serious undertak- 
ing. No mere makeshift will do. The 
ministry calls for the highest use of all 
human powers. There are two parts to 
a minister, according to Dr. Riley. He is 
first of all a man set apart by God for ° 
specific service. Then, recognizing this, 
the man’s duty is to improve every talent 
he possesses and acquire some he does not 
seem to have. How wide is the field” of 
service open to a pastor of a church is 
evident when one reads Dr. Riley’s book. 
A veteran of the ministry himself, wise 
and successful in church administration, he 
is fully capable of being an instructor of 
others. Though these chapters are class- 
room lectures, yet there is none of the 
dryness of an abstract polemic about them. 
Dr. Riley is practical and Biblical in every 
part of his teachings. The young men and 
women who heard these lectures have en- 
joyed a great privilege. This is now 
shared with those who will read them and 
profit by them. 


Sunday School Officers and Their 
Work. By Arthur Flake. (Sunday School 
Board of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion, Nashville, Tenn. cloth 60- cents, 
paper 40 cents.) In this day when in 
many places the Sunday school is being 
so neglected that some have become appre- 
hensive lest it may actually pass out of 
existence and be supplanted by a modern 
substitute, it should be heartening jto know 
that Southern Baptist schools have in- 
creased in number, attendance, and effi- 
ciency within recent years. One reason 
for that fact is revealed in this study 
book. In this, as in his other books on 
Sunday school administration, Mr. Flake 
emphasizes the fact that a school will not 
run automatically, that it is vitally neces- 
sary for the officers of the school to take 
their job in deadly earnest. 

He discusses first the pastor’s relation 
to the school. The next seven chapters are 
devoted to the position, qualifications, and 
duties of the superintendent. If perchance 
your superintendent regards his job cas- 
ually, as something to be gone through 
perfunctorily, and that only on Sunday 
morning, put this book into his hands. It 
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seems certain that he will either go to work 
or resign. He can hardly read it and 
ever again think lightly of his responsibil- 
ity. The remaining chapters deal with the 
duties of the other officers. The book is 
fertile in suggestions for both the large 
city school and the small rural type. Does 
your school keep a complete record of 
every pupil from the day he becomes a 
member? This book will point out why 
such a record should be kept, and how it 
may be done. 


Perils of the Latter Days. By Louis R. 
Patmont, D.D. (Fundamental Truth Pub- 
lishers, Findlay, Ohio, $1.) “The Dam is 
breaking! Flee for your lives!” The cry 
rang through the Johnstown river valley 
on that awful day in May, 1899. Some 
heeded the warning and were saved; others 
were lost. Today, a flood too terrible for 
the mind to conceive is breaking upon the 
world, and Dr. Patmont is here broad- 
casting a solemn and detailed description 
of its menace. One of these details is the 
fact that the Soviet army numbers 18,000,- 
000; another, that Sherwood Eddy and 
Kagawa of Japan are definitely allied with 
that Socialism which is daily growing 
deeper in color, Still another is that Bol- 
shevist young people have an “accepted” 
game called “African Night” wherein they 
swim, dance, and play in the nude. But 
most astonishing of all is the statement 
that Communism’s deliberate aim is to 
bring the whole world into the subjection 
of economic distress, so as to pave the way 
for Soviet propaganda. 

However, not all of the pieces in this 
jigsaw puzzle are Red. There are also 
perils of apostasy, of demons, of false 
Christs, of signs in Heaven, and of im- 
pending war, each of which Dr, Patmont 
fits into its place with consecrated skill 
and scholarship. And the whole culminates 
in an accurate picture of the Man of Sin 
so soon to be revealed. 


The Living Christ. By Will H. Hough- 
ton, D.D. (Bible Institute Colportage As- 
sociation, 843-845 N. Wells St., Chicago, , 
75 cents.) “Not occupied for Christ but 
with Christ” was true of Mary of Bethany, 
and will be true also-of him who reads 
heedfully Dr. Houghton’s first message, 
“The Living Christ.” “The Three Trees 
of History,” which is the caption of the 
second sermon, hide in their branches the 
story of a converted convict who succeeded 
after many years in obtaining from both 
county and state all fingerprints and rec- 
ords against him, —a telling illustration of 
our justifying God. 

Many sermon-collections present their 
best material first, but these, like their 
theme-song, the love of Christ, grow better 
with every turn of the page. And their 
many illustrations, which deal with the very 
fundamentals of faith, will furnish the 
Christian worker with some new and usable 
stones for his sling. The friendly and in- 
teresting style makes the book particularly 
attractive to young people. 


Listen! — God Speaks. By Arno Ciem- 
ens Gaebelein. (Publication Office “Our 
Hope,” 456 Fourth Ave., New York, $1.) 
War, famine, plague, storm, flood, and 
drought are in turn loosed upon the stricken 
world, and millions pray to God for help. 
But the heavens are brass and no answer 
comes. Poverty, crime, debt, and depres- 
sion are foisted upon the nations by the 
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red monster in Russia, and their peoples 
cry, “How long, O Lord, how long!” Still 
he remains silent. The martyrs of every 
age and of this age implore their Saviour 
for a miraculous deliverance, but he an- 
swers them never-a word. Why? 

Dr. Gaebelein answers these puzzling 
questions clearly and_ satisfactorily by 
showing first, that God has spoken and 
speaks still through his wondrous Crea- 
tion, his inspired Word, and through the 
giving of his Son. Second, that after each 
revelation, God always waits to test man 
in regard to its acceptance. The present 
age is such a waiting time, proportionate 
in length to the magnitude of his last and 
greatest revealing —that of Calvary. It 
is a day also of faith, not sight, and yet, 
where is the child of God who cannot 
witness to a sustaining power that is as 
real as it is precious? 

In the closing chapter, a picture is drawn 
of the tremendous events that will take 
place when God speaks again to the world, 
and the book ends with a tender personal 
appeal,

Bird Songs at Home 


More Songs of Wild Birds. By Al- 
bert R. Brand. (Thomas Nelson and 
Sons, New York City, $2.50.) 


T THE cost of several years’ pains- 

taking labor, Albert Brand has now 
captured over seventy-five bird songs for 
his readers,— and for his listeners. This new 
volume adds forty-three to his earlier book, 
“Songs of Wild Birds” (reviewed in the 
Times, Nov. 24, 10934). 

With this latest volume come three 
double-faced phonograph records, reproduc- 
ing the actual songs of forty-three species 
of birds and the familiar call of the bull- 
frog and the spring peeper as they were 
caught in the open by an ingenious “sound 
reflector.” These records in themselves are 
quite unusual, for on the light-colored faces 
are clearly printed the names of the birds 
whose songs are given and six beautiful 
line drawings of birds on each record. An 
interesting Foreword has been written by 
Arthur A. Allen, Professor of Ornithology 
at Cornell; there is an Introduction by 
Mr. Brand, telling how to use the book, 
and two chapters by the author “Confes- 
sions of a Sound Recorder” and “The Sig- 
nificance of Bird Songs.” A brief section 
is devoted to each one of the forty-three 
species of birds, headed by a black and 
white drawing, and giving valuable infor- 
mation on local names, the range, field 
characteristics, dates when the song is 
abundant, usual location when singing, ver- 
bal descriptions of the songs and calls, and 
other interesting notes. 

It is probably safe to say that there are 
no other bird books like these, and their 
value to bird lovers cannot be overesti- 
mated, They will provide many a delight- 
ful evening in the home, where father and 
mother and children can study the text and 
listen to the songs together, and they will 
prove invaluable to school teachers and 
Scoutmasters and to all who wish to be 
able to recognize the exquisite notes of our 
beautiful songsters in the field. 
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that we may look upon the life of a 
great man and a greater preacher, — and 
a clear, impartial glass it is—one belong- 
ing to Moody’s devoted son-in-law and 
former secretary. We see first the young 
lad accepting Christ in the back of a 
Boston shoe store; see him helping a dy- 
ing teacher to lead an entire class of 
giggling, frivolous girls to know the Lord 
Jesus. We watch him listening to Harry 
Moorehouse, the boy preacher, and learn- 
ing for the first time that God stands 
behind sinners, not with a sword but with 
the arm of love. Then we look, and with 
uncovered head now, at the growing pastor 
as he walks the streets of New York City, 
so overcome with the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit that he must needs ask God to stay 
his Hand. Here the glass turns back, to 
begin again in detail,— Moody’s humble 
origin, his home and labors at Northfield, 
interdenominational activities in Chicago, 
and his determination to take the golden- 
voiced Sankey and “sell the Gospel” the 
wide world over. Follow Bible reading 
campaigns, calls to larger churches, and 
lastly the great meetings across the water 
with audiences of as many as 30,000 people. 
The story moves on, from one rich anec- 
dote to another, until the devout reader 
is lost in delighted contemplation of this 
modern Gideon with whom God “clothed 
Himself.” The book is a veritable bellows 
for slumbering coals within,.and will burst 
many such into passionate flame for re- 
enlistment in the mighty work of evan- 
gelism. 


Twenty Years With Billy Sunday. By 
Homer Rodeheaver. (Cokesbury Press, 
Nashville, Tenn., $1.) Few persons, if any, 
are in a better position to write with 
authority and a wealth of personal informa- 
tion about the great evangelist than his 
music leader “Rody,” as his friends call 
him. Mr. Rodeheaver’s picture of the man, 
his account of his methods, preaching, illus- 
trations, athletic interests, plan of organ- 
ization and financing in a great campaign, 
and other absorbingly interesting details, 
make a ‘book that holds one’s interest from 
the first page to the last. A faithful, real- 
istic picture is given “of one of the most 
colorful, picturesque, dynamic, and conse- 


crated personalities of this or any other . 


generation.” 

Billy Sunday’s unreserved devotion to 
the preaching of the Gospel was “born of 
an unswerving faith in the infallibility of 
the Scriptures and belief in God’s plan of 
salvation.” We are carried through his 
life-story from boyhood days, on into his 
triumphs in one of the big Leagues of pro- 
fessional ball teams, then to his conversion 
in Chicago, followed by his courageous 
beginnings of testimony, his crude and in- 
effective attempts to preach, and finally 
his abandoning of all attempt to preach 
as other men did, and so emerging into 
his own unique ministry, which continued 
until his death last year. 

“The fact of sin, and the person of 
Jesus,” says his biographer, stood out con- 
spicuously in his thought and in all his 
discourses. We are given many of his 
sermon subjects, a glimpse of his prayer 
life, many of his characteristic epigrams, a 
kaleidoscopic view of his human relation- 
ships. The author’s discussion of evan- 
gelistic music is especially valuable; inci-

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Are the Jews in Palestine Turning to Christ? 


The facts as a _keen observer sees them By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. moody memortar Church, Chicago 














as I in Bible lands can scarcely 

presume to speak authoritatively on 
actual spiritual conditions prevaiiing there, 
yet a great deal can be gleaned by observa- 
tion and conversation with those who have 
been on the ground for years. During 
my recent trip I took every possible op- 
portunity to learn all I could regarding 
the great work of evangelizing the Jew 
in his own land and lands adjacent. While 
thankful for all the activity, on the part 
of earnest workers, of which there is a 
good deal, it is most evident that the time 
has not yet come when the veil shall he 
taken away from Israel’s heart. Yet, thank 
God, there remains even now an election 
of grace. 

I learned very little of any specific work 
in Syria. But it was a real privilege to 
meet the missionaries at the Mount Car- 
mel Home at Haifa, Palestine. Mrs. Ro- 
hold is carrying on faithfully the work 
established by her husband some years ago. 
Dr. Christie, though aged and infirm, has 
lost nothing of his earnestness and zeal. 
Younger workers are daily seeking to reach 
the “Jew first.’ Mr. and Mrs. Moses E. 
Ben Meier, graduates of Moody Bible In- 
stitute, are enthusiastic laborers on Israel's 
behalf. A great deal is done in the way of 
house to house visitation, It is difficult 
to get Jews into meetings, but undoubtedly 
there are many who in their homes are 
reading Christian literature, especially the 
New Testament, and some have truly ac- 
cepted Christ as their Saviour. However, 
one learns with regret that there are very 
few indeed as compared with the vast num- 
bers who still have no interest in the One 
whom the nation rejected so long ago, our 
blessed Lord Jesus Christ. 


Among Christians in Jerusalem 


In Jerusalem there are various agencies 
engaged in giving the Gospel to the Jew. 
It was my privilege to preach on a Lord’s 
Day afternoon at the Baptist Mission, 
where Miss Klor and her associates have 
labored for many years. The little chapel 
was crowded, It seats about seventy peo- 
ple. Numbers of these were converted 
Jews. I do not know whether there were 
any unsaved Jews among them. A young 
Southern Baptist minister, Mr. Leo Edel- 
man, and Miss Klor were on the same 
steamer with us going out to Palestine. 
Mr. Edelman is the new pastor of this 
particular work. To say that he has a 
hard field is putting it mildly. He needs 
the earnest prayers of God’s people in 
these more favored lands, 

During our stay in Jerusalem we were 
the guests of Pastor and Mrs. Ralph Fried 
of the American Church, which is under 
the auspices of the Christian and Mission- 
ary Alliance. These devoted servants of 
Christ have labored for years among the 
Druses of the Hauran, but of late have 
been settled in Jerusalem. Miss Chalmers, 
who is with them, is particularly respon- 


Or who has spent so short a time 


sible for work among the Jews; A meet- 
ing place and reading room is kept open 
daily some distance from the church, and 
here many inquirers come from day to 
day, to whem the Gospel is faithfully pre- 
sented. But the work is hard. The sad 
thing is that so few Jews have any real 
sense of sin against God and therefore, as 
yet, their eyes are blinded to the value or 
need of the atoning work of Christ. At 
brother Fried’s invitation I preached in the 
American Church on Lord’s Day evening 
to about 225 people, and on Tuesday eve- 
ning to about 170. These audiences were 
largely made up of English-speaking peo- 
ple, with quite a number of Arabs and a 
few Jews. We had the gratification of 
seeing one young Arab man confess Christ 
at the close of the Tuesday night meeting. 

An old friend, Pastor Hyman Jacobs, 
a Hebrew Christian with whom it was my 
privilege to be associated many years ago 
in San Francisco, also lives in Jerusalem 
and spends his time visiting about in the 
various Jewish homes in that city and in 
outlying districts. He took us one day 
down to Hebron, and there both Jew and

Arab are fanatically opposed to the Gospel, 
but everywhere Mr. Jacobs was treated 
with great respect. He is generally called 
“Father Jacobs,” and it is evident that 
the people realize he has a kindly interest 
in them, but as a rule they are not con- 
cerned about his message, though appre- 
ciating his gracious spirit. 

In Egypt the Jewish Missionary Society 
of the Church of England has been laboring 
for many years. They have a large school 
at Cairo under the charge of the Rev. 
A. C. Martin. He also conducts services 
in an English Mission Church in the city 
proper. Invited to preach there on Lord’s 
Day morning, I found real joy in seeking to 
minister Christ to a fine group who filled 
the building. Of these a number were 
young people who had been brought up as 
Jews and now knew the Lord. The work 
of Mr. Martin and his associates is largely 
among the children. They realize that by 
giving the Gospel to these young people 
they are sowing seed which will bear fruit 
in abundant measure in after years. It 
is impossible to overestimate the value of 
Sunday school work and other means of 
instructing boys and girls in the great 
fundamental truths of Christianity. The 
seed, thank God, is incorruptible and, 
though it may not immediately germinate, 
there can be no question that it will bring 
forth fruit to the glory of God in many 
of these lives in after years. 

The “Blindness in Part”? Remains 

I could see no evidence of any real 
awakening, however, among the Jews as 
a whole. In conversation with scores of 
them I found them deeply interested in 
Israel’s prophetic future, but utterly indif- 
ferent or definitely antagonistic if one pre- 
sented the claims of Christ. The “blind- 
ness in part” has not yet passed away, as 
indeed we know from Scripture it will 
not until the times of the Gentiles be 
fulfilled. But it is very evident that God 
is carrying out his purpose of restoring 
Israel in large numbers, though in unbelief, 
to their own land where, after the Church 
is gone, “the wise among the people shall 
understand and shall turn many to right- 
eousness.” How soon that may be, none 
can say. Meantime, it behooves earnest 
Christians everywhere to use every avail- 
able opportunity in getting the Gospel to 
the present generation of Israel, that they 
may not die in their sins through the re- 
jection of their only Messiah and Saviour, 
Jesus Christ. 

I realize that my observations in regard 
to Israel’s hardness of heart may be dis- 
appointing to some students of the pro- 
phetic Word, who are looking expectantly 
toward Palestine: for evidences of the near 
return of our Lord Jesus Christ. But I 
would emphasize the fact mentioned above, 
that, so far as I can see, we have no 
warrant from Scripture to expect any great 
turning to Christ until after the rapture 
of the Church. On the other hand, we 
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have every reason to believe that the Jews 
will be gathered back in large numbers to 
their own land before that marvelous event 
takes place. It is clear from a careful study 
of the books of Daniel and Revelation that 
in the last days (a term which, when used 
in connection with Israel, covers the seven- 
tieth week of Daniel, which comes in be- 
tween the rapture and the revelation of Jesus 
Christ) there will be a large Jewish popu- 
lation in that land. They will return from 
the lands of the Gentiles in unbelief, and, 
when the great religious and political move- 
ments of that period shall be fully devel- 
oped, the nation as such will hail the Anti- 
christ as their Messiah; but after the 
breaking of the covenant guaranteeing them 
religious liberty, which will be made with 
them, and when all men are called upon to 
worship the Beast and his image, a faithful 
remnant will be distinguished from the 
mass, and it is this remnant that occupies 
so large a place in the mind of God and 
in the prophetic Word in regard to the 
future. 

It should not, therefore, be a cause for 
discouragement that we see the very con- 
ditions prevailing in Palestine today that 
we do, for we could scarce expect any- 
thing else. They only emphasize the sol- 
emnity of the times in which we are living. 
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The development of the land is going on 
in a wonderful way. Thriving Jewish, sol- a 
onies are rising up where for [ransteret 
desolation has held sway. The new? few 
ish city of Tel Aviv is nothing less than 
a miracle of human.effort. As one walks 
along its busy streets and notices its splen- 
did buildings, stores, hotels, and residences, 
and realizes that but a few years back 
there was absolutely nothing to indicate 
that such a city would ever rise in that 
locality, he is filled with amazement at 
what the energetic Jew has accomplished 
within so short a time. The vineyards and 
orchards of Palestine are producing abun- 
dantly. Everywhere in Great Britain we 
found the demand was for Jaffa and Mount 
Tabor citrus fruits. Whether they are 
really finer in flavor than those produced 
elsewhere is a question for epicures to 
decide, but they certainly are luscious and 
delicious and we enjoyed them immensely. 
In fact, there was something peculiarly 
attractive to us in actually feasting upon 
the fruit of a land that had lain desolate 
for sO many centuries. 

In my next paper I want to say some- 
thing about the Jewish-Arabic situation, 
which holds such tremendous possibilities 
for good or evil. 














Will Revival Come?

revival has meaning at all, it means pray- 
ing for the exaltation of the name of the 
Lord. Historically, conditions of appall- 
ing darkness have not prevented revival. 

Israel illustrates this principle. When 
Israel dwelt in their land they defiled it 
by their own way and doings. God’s fury 
rested upon them. He scattered them 
among the heathen. He judged them for 
their ways and deeds. And while among 
the heathen they profaned his holy name* 
But he had pity for his holy name which 
they had defiled. The prophet reminded 
them of this fact. “Say unto the house 
of Israel, Thus saith the Lord God; I do 
not this for your sakes, . . . but for mine 
holy name’s sake, which ye have profaned 
among the heathen, whither ye went. And 
I will sanctify my great name... and 
the heathen shall know that I am the 
Lord” (Ezek. 36: 22, 23). 

The Lord restores the souls of his serv- 
ants. “He restoreth my soul for his name’s 
sake.” The Lord’s name is so intertwined 
with that of his Church that any dishonor 
coming to his name through his - people 
calls forth the Spirit’s sanctifying work. 
Because of the great jealousy the Lord 
has for his holy name, he will do some- 
thing about the present lamentable state 
of his Church. An illustration of this is 
found in our Lord’s restoration of Peter, 
and in his letters to the seven churches. 

Because of God’s fixed purpose to thwart 
Satan. “For this purpose the Son of God 
was manifested, that he might destroy the 
works of the devil” (1 John 3:8). When 
the enemy. comes in like a flood, the Spirit 
of the Lord always raises up a standard 
against him. Whenever the Devil marshals 
his troops, our great Emmanuel rises to 


the battle. He who made a shew of him 
openly at the cross will consummate his 
triumph over him. at the “shout,” and 
at the sound of the “trump.” In the 
meanwhile, on the way to the glory, when- 
ever the enemy attacks, may not the Church 
expect the Lord’s interposition? “I am 
with you, saith the Lord of hosts” (Hag. 
2:4). “The enemy said, I will pursue, 
I will overtake, I will divide the spoil; 
my lust shall be satisfied upon them. ... 
Thou didst blow with thy wind, the sea 
covered them: they sank as lead in the 
mighty waters. Who is like unto thee, O 
Lord, . . . glorious in holiness, fearful in 
praises, doing wonders” (Exod. 15: 9-11). 
Whenever Satan moves to destroy the 
Church then God stretches out his mighty 
hand to save. 

Hudson Taylor, founder of the China 
Inland Mission, got from God a revival 
on an Old Testament text. Because of 
a tidal wave of anti-Christian opposition 
that was sweeping over China, on the basis 
of “There Shall Be Showers of Blessing” 
he wrote: “God is going to do a mighty 
work here. Because you are taken up on 
the lips of talkers who say, ‘Aha, there- 
fore thus saith the Lord, The heathen shall 
know that I am the Lord”” On that text 
alone he was able to float out for God the 
first one hundred missionaries, and a work of 
God appeared, the account of which is found 
in his book entitled, “Days of Blessing in 
Inland China.”

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin, D.D.

Approach to the Lesson 


HAT will Paul bequeath to his 

best beloved son, young Timothy? 

Within recent years a captain of 
industry referred to as “the richest man 
in England’s history” died and left an 
estate of about two hundred million dol- 
lars. The bulk of the estate was left to 
his only son, apart from the huge amount 
the government will take in taxes. But 
Paul’s parting counsels to Timothy had 
a value that makes two hundred million 
dollars 2, paitry nothing. Paul passed on 
to Timothy and to Titus, and to us, the 
heritage of his own victory, that we might 
imitate him. Those closing counsels have 
a good deal to say about riches, not only 
for these young men, but for the church 
of Christ to this day, and. for each one 
of us. 


The Historical Setting 


Paul wrote his first letter to Timothy, 
probably about A. D. 64, and the letter to 
Titus about A. D. 65, following his re- 
lease from his first imprisonment in Rome. 
The second epistle to Timothy was written 
from Rome during Paul’s second imprison- 
ment, shortly before his martyrdom, in 
A. D. 67 or 68. 


Verse by Verse 
_ I Timothy 6: 6.—But godliness with con- 
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tentment is great gain. In contrast to the 
false teachers who made a form of godli- 
ness a way of gain (vs. 3-5; Titus I: 11; 
2 Pet. 2:3; cf. Phil. 4:11). 

Verse 9.—They that will be rich. Those 
who make riches their goal; men who love 
money (v. 10). 

Verse 10.—The love of money ts the 
root of ail evil. The root (or a root) of 
“all kinds of evil.’ The many foolish and 
hurtful lusts spoken of in verse 9. 

Verse 11.—But thou, O man of God. 
Primarily referring to Timothy as a min- 
ister of Christ (2 Pet. 1:21; Deut. 33:1). 
Yet every Christian is a man of God, in 
contrast to men of this world (2 Tim. 3: 
17; Phil. 3:19). 

Verse 12.—Fight the good fight of faith. 
As Paul himself did (v. 7). Literally, of 
“the faith.” The thought is not to fight 
a good fight in contrast to an unsuccessful 
one, but to fight the good fight, the Chris- 
tian conflict against Satan. Lay-hold on 
eternal life. Eternal life is a free gift; but 
Timothy, like Paul, was to lay hold on 
that for which Christ laid hold on him 
(Phil. 3:12; cf. Rom. 2:7). Christians 
are to give all diligence to enter into 
that which they have by God’s grace. 
Professed a good profession before many 
witnesses. “The good confession” (as in 
v. 13), referring probably to the time of 
his ordination (1 Tim. 4:14; 2 Tim. 1:6). 

Verse 14.—That thou keep this command- 
ment without spot, unrebukeable. “The 
commandment” izcludes Timothy’s commis-

sion and this charge that Paul gives him, 
but in a wider sense it is the Christian 
rule of life (vs. 11, 12; 1:5; 2 Pet. 2: a1; 
3:2; cf. 1 Thess. 2:10). Until the ap- 
pearing of our Lord Jesus Christ. The goal 
of the Christian life is the coming of 
Christ, not death. 


Verse 15.—Which in his times he shall 
shew. The “times” are in God’s sovereign 
power; he is the one who reveals Christ 
(Col. 3:3). 

Verse 16.—Who only hath immortality. 
Not denying what is called the “immortality 
of the soul,” but referring to God’s inherent 
deathlessness. God alone has life in him- 
self (John 5:26). In the only other pas- 
sage where the word is used (1 Cor. 15: 
53, 54), this body, or this mortal part of 
ours, is spoken of as putting on immortal- 
ity. Whom no man hath seen, nor can see. 
This may refer to man in his natural state. 
Yet it is also true that finite man cannot 
see God in his infinity. But we do see 
him, and will see him, because he is re- 
vealed through God the Son (John 1: 18). 


2 Timothy 4:16.—At my first answer. 
At his first defense, during his second 
imprisonment at Rome. But all men forsook 
me... may not be laid to their charge. 
It appears that even Christians forsook 
him in the trial, for fear of danger to 
themselves (cf. 2 Tim. 1:15; 4:9, 11). 


Verse 17.—The Lord stood with me, and 
Strengthened me. Probably meaning a 
miraculous presence of the Lord. That 
by me the preaching might be fully known. 























Lesson for December 6 


In this trial, as in all his trials, Paul’s 


concern was not his own defense but giving 
out the message. And that all the Gen- 
tiles might hear. Probably this refers to 
the Gentiles who were present at the trial. 
I was delivered out of the mouth of the 
lion. This is a figurative expression for 
Satan and his power. See the Pace car- 
toon. Yet it may refer to Nero who was 
emperor at that time. 

Verse 18—The Lord shall deliver me 
from every evil work. Read Matthew 6: 
13; Luke 21:16-18. Will preserve me 
unto his heavenly kingdom, . “To die is 
gain,” for it means to be with the Lord 
(Phil. 1:21). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The message of Paul to Timothy and 
Titus was that nothing matters except the 
heavenly vision. ‘Only one life; ’twill soon 
be past. Only what’s done for Christ will 
last.” Paul’s closing counsels were ex- 
pressions of Paul’s own triumphant minis- 
try, now drawing to its triumphant close. 
He was passing on the torch to Timothy 
and to Titus. He had fought the good 
fight, and commissions Timothy to fight 
the same good fight of faith, He had run 
the race, and spurs Timothy to new zeal 
in this race. Paul’s ministry began with 
the vision of the Lord Jesus and the com- 
mission to preach to the Gentiles. He 
was not disobedient to that heavenly vision, 
nor to that heavenly commission. In the 
last record of his ministry we see the Lord 
standing by him in the trial in Rome and 
strengthening him, not that he might en- 
dure the suffering nor be delivered from 
the death, but that he might preach to the 
Gentiles, fulfilling his ministry. The tre- 
mendous seriousness of life is impressed 
upon Timothy, the solemnity of being 
called as a Gospel minister, the’ responsi- 
bility of being a Christian entrusted with 
the great gift of eternal life. This age 
is hastening on to its consummation. We 
are in the last days; apostasy is coming. 
There is a fight to be fought, a race to 
be run, a faith to be kept, a crown to be 
won. °

Paul’s Closing Years. Most scholars 
agree that Paul was set free from his 
first imprisonment about A. D. 63 (cf. 
Philem. 22; Phil. 1:19). He probably 
visited Spain, as he purposed to do (Rom. 
15:24, 28). Clement of Rome (A. D. 96) 
wrote that Paul “went to the uttermost 
bounds of the west.” Other early tradi- 
tions state that he had a second imprison- 
ment in A, D. 66 or 67. In that imprison- 
ment he wrote Second Timothy, from 
which we gain our information about it. 
The tradition is probably correct that he 
was beheaded in A. D. 67 or 68. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Fight the good fight! Run the race! 
Keep the faith! Win the crown! See Heart 
of the Lesson. 


Are we content with such things as we 
have? It is quite a test to ask twentieth 
century Americans to be content with food 
and raiment. But Matthew 6:33! 


Do we love this present world? It was 
the same world that fascinated Demas. 
He did not have his eye on the crown for 
which Paul was aiming. 


Lay hold on eternal life! Because salva- 
tion is a free gift, because Christ is ours, 
we give diligence on our part to lay hold 
of all that Christ has for us. 


“Preach the Word!” How insistently 
this message runs through Paul’s closing 
counsels. Many ministers in their preach- 
ing are doing almost everything except 
this. Nor is there much reproving or 
rebuking in the Spirit (2 Tim. 4:2). 

As Christians we should maintain good 
works. This includes following after right- 
eousness, godliness, faith, love, patience, 
meekness. It also includes taking part in 
an honest occupation, using our daily work 
for the glory of the Lord (Titus 3:8, 14). 

Let rich Christians be rich in good works. 
Whether rich or poor, the money we make 
is for one purpose only, to be turned into 
heavenly treasures (1 Tim. 6: 17-19; Eph. 
4:28). 

Are we eagerly looking for the coming 
of Christ? We are near the last days, of 
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which Paul wrote. We are to prepare not 
for death but for the coming of Christ 
(1 Tim. 4:1; 6:44; 2 Tim. 3: 1f/; 4:8). 


Sentence Summaries of Lesson Truths 


Paul did not tell Timothy to be faithful 
unto death, but to be faithful unto the 
appearing of the Lord Jesus. 


Like his Lord, Paul at his final trial was 
forsaken by all —except by the Lord him- 
self,

I propose that we put him first, 
get down on our knees, and ask him to 
show us the way.” The suggestion was 
followed, new courage was implanted, and 
the difficulty was promptly met.—From 
Westminster Adult Quarterly, Sent by 
Mrs. Lizzie Kirby Beck, Smiths Grove, Ky.

When I was 
a boy there were a number of well known 
misers about town, Although rich, they 
hardly gave themselves a decent living. 

“Old Aunt Hannah So-and-So” who lived 
opposite to us in Midway was so “poor” 
that Mother used to send her, now and 
then, a good meal. When “Aunt Hannah” 
died she left an estate of over $100,000, 
and clothes “too mean to bury her in.” 

Then there were John and Billy Dey, 
farmers who looked like tramps, and didn’t 
live as well as a tramp. When “Old 
Billy,” the last of them, died he left over 
$250,000 all in county bonds. When “Old 
Billy” got a little “tight” on “home-brew” 
he would talk about his money, and cry 
through his nose, “Rather have the whole 
county, than best man in it.” 

But I do not know one such woman or 
man in these days. What has happened? 
Have these modern inventions, electric 
lights and machines, radios, automobiles, 
movies, bath-tubs, and so on, broadened the 
ideas of miserly folks in the matter of 
money? Then the war and the various 
“drives” for all sorts of good things have 
kept up a constant hammering at the door 
of the “tight wads.” I’m asking you? 

I think the love of Christ has softened 
many hearts. The “Old Aunt Hannahs” 
and “old Billys” of this day are so much 
in contact with their neighbors they catch 
some of the love for the other fellow, 
which proves an antidote for their love 
of money (Luke 12:5; Heb. 13:5). 


Approaching Death.—The Lord stood 
with me, and strengthened me (2 Tim.

17). Paul was drawing near the axman, 
and he knew it. Sabatini writing of his 
execution says, “Sir Walter Raleigh was 
never so gallant as against the backgrourd 
of death.” Miss Edith Cavell, the nurs:, 
as the Germans came to lead her to her 
death said, “I have no fear or shrinking. 
Death is not strange to me.” 

And it is thus we see Paul, not as much 
disturbed on account of the Roman exe- 
cutioner as we are on account of the 
Coatesville dentist. Paul was “never so 
gallant.” Death was “not strange” to Paul. 

Have you ever seen a_ working-at-it 
Christian die? He is rarely disturbed. The 
loved ones gathered about the bed are 
those who are the disturbed ones. 

With our bounding youth and our in- 
terests and many friendly contacts and the 
world going ever so nicely with us, we 
sit at the funeral of some departed friend. 
As we look over at the silent form among 
the flowers and say to ourselves, “My 
turn will come some day,” we are not par- 
ticularly hilarious at the thought. But 
when that day comes and the doctor says, 
“Make him comfortable!” you will just 
smile and whisper, “Thy will be done. 
I am ready, Lord.” 

Then the same Lord that looked after 
the strengthening of Paul will be found 
doing the same for you, his child, as he 
kas done for his other children who have 
gone on before you.

AY, fellows, here nearly nineteen cen- 

turies after it was written, the counsel 
of Paul the apostle is just as true to life 
conditions today as it was then. It is one 
impressive evidence of the inspiration of 
the Bible. The Bible, the Word of God, 
is the very latest, down-to-the-minute 
News —fresher than the Morning Times 
or the Evening Dispatch —in its applica- 
tion and help for the present moment and 
its peculiar; needs. Your newspaper is out 
of date and stale in a few hours; the eve- 
ning paper takes the place of the morning 
paper; but the Bible remains “quick and 
powerful” because it is the living Word. 
“The grass withereth, the flower fadeth: 
but the word of our God shall stand for 
ever” (Isa. 40:8). “Thy word is true 
from the beginning: and every one of thy 
righteous judgments endureth for ever” 
(Psa. 119: 160). 

Shakespeare’s works, said to be second to 
the Bible in universal publication, may be in 
many libraries, public and private, but are 
comparatively little read —even by bookish 
and literary folks —but the Word of God 
in some part is known in every land, and 
great multitudes of people have brought 
to their consciousness every day some truth 
from the Word of God. It is the living 
Word; that’s why. It is the mind of God 
Almighty. 

You never make a mistake by going 
to the living Word for counsel. You can- 
not say that about human advice. At best, 
human knowledge—the wisdom of the 
world —is fallible; often it is totally mis- 
leading. “Big Business” in 1929 regarded 
itself as very wise, very clever. There 
were certain established standards and 
“sane and safe” rules of business that had 
been worked out by long experience and 
practice. But the crash came and made 
monkeys of Big Business, and the world 
tumbled about its ears. Nothing was safe; 
no investment could be made with any as- 
surance of holding its own, much less prom- 
ise a prefi, and this worldly wise old 
Twentieth Century staggered and reeled 
and went down in the dumps so hopelessly 
and helplessly that it seemed it would never 
straighten up and function again. 

Paul told the Corinthians, “I therefore 
so run, not as uncertainly; so fight I, not 
as one that beateth the air” (1 Cor. 9: 
26). Paul was aiming for an “incorruptible 
crown,” and he was not risking his one 
opportunity to gain it by following fallible 
human wisdom and human standards. The 
world’s wisdom says, “Get money — get 
wealth— get rich.” And some do get 
rich, but wealth never satisfies. The 
more one gets, the more one wants. It 
is an unsatisfying struggle to the end, 
and often the wealth one succeeds in get- 
ting turns upon him and brings him mis- 
ery, for it causes him to “fall into tempta- 
tion and a snare, and into many foolish- 
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and hurtful lusts, which drown men in 
destruction and perdition ... pierced... 
through with many sorrows” (1 Tim. 6: 
9, 10). 

Paul gives us the antidote: “Fight the 
good fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life, 
whereunto thou art also called.” The “good 
fight of faith” is the one that fights with 
God inside, and victory is certain. Men 
stumble and fall; they “run uncertainly” ; 
they make themselves ridiculous “beating 
the air,” because they do not take God’s 
advice. 

Fellows, on your mark! Get set! let 
the ‘counsels of God be your pacemaker, 
and you will certainly make the glorious 
goal.

AN one pass on a torch she has never 
seen? Can one pass on a torch until 
she lay hold upon it? 

The Christian torch is Christ himself. 
Some people act as if it were his teach- 
ings or his example, and then what such 
individuals say and do lights no one’s 
spirit. They walk in darkness. 

In Psalm 18:28 we read: “For thou 
wilt light my candle: the Lord my God 
will enlighten my darkness.” 

In John 8:12: “Then spake Jesus again 
unto them, saying, I am the light of the 
world: he that followeth me shall not walk 
in darkness, but shall have the light of life.” 

In Romans 13:12-14 we find a great 
privilege expressed in an invitation, “Let 
us put on the armour of light ... put 
ye on the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Think of having the Lord Jesus Christ 
as our armor! How dazzling and beau- 
tiful a torch!. With Christ as our armor 
we should cause people to see the torch 
that we become when we put on Christ! 
And: think of this: When the Spirit of 
light comes into our hearts, and the armor 
of light surrounds us we know the mean- 
ing of the mystery “in Christ” and “Christ 
in us,” but we know this by faith. Some 
day we shall have transformed and glori- 
fied bodies.

Paul 
fought against believing it, but one day 
at noon the dazzling glory of that brighter 
Light, the Lord himself, shone into the 
heart of Paul. Paul knew it is a fight 
to retain this assurance when temptations 
come; Paul knew it is a fight to reveal, 
to shed forth the Light, but he fought a 
good fight because the Victor himself was 
in him. Paul looked forward to seeing 
Christ face to face, in that city where there 
is no night nor need of the sun for the 
Lord is the Light (Rev. 21:22, 23; 22: 
1-7).

THINK we all know many things about 

Paul, for we have talked about him all 
this quarter. Can you tell me how many 
times he was in prison? Paul himself 
said he had been in prisons often (2 Cor. 
11:23); and he had suffered many other 
things. Five times he had been arrested 
and whipped with a terrible whip; three 
times he had been beaten with rods; once 
he was stoned and left on the ground, be- 
lieved to be dead. Once he had been ship- 
wrecked, and had been a day and night in 
the water. Once he was let down through 
a window, in a basket, outside the city 
wall, to get away from men who wanted 
to kill him. He had been tired and siék, 
hungry and cold, without enough clothing, 
—all these things happened to Paul. Why? 

Because he preached the Gospel, and told 
people ‘that Jesus Christ, God’s only be- 
gotten Son, had died on the cross for their 
sins, 

There was one more thing Paul had to 
suffer, and it happened very soon after he 
wrote this last letter to his dearly beloved 
young friend, Timothy. One day some 
soldiers came and took Paul out on the 
highway outside the city, and killed him. 
Paul knew when he wrote to Timothy that 
this thing was going to happen, and so he 
wrote his last messages to Timothy (2 
Tim. 4:6). 

How carefully we read the last letter 
a friend has written us, after that friend 
dies. I know Timothy read this letter over 
and over, all his life, and tried to do just 
what Paul had told him to do. One of 
the things I want you to remember, that 
Paul told Timothy, is “Preach the word.” 
Preaching the Word was what Paul had 
suffered so much for, yet he told Timothy 
to do it. And Timothy did it. 

I want every one of you to print those 
words on your card. If you look, you'll see 
that your card is an open book, the Bible. 
And every one of us, even the little ones, 
can be preachers of God’s Word. We need 
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no pulpit or church. You can tell your 
playmates at school, and your family at 
home about the Lord Jesus, your Saviour.

promise of material success. Tithing is 
advocated as a sure means to prosperity. 
There is even a “Prosperity Bank” in 
which money must be deposited regularly 
with a little prayer or “Affirmation.” It 
is expressly stipulated, however, that such 
gifts must all be sent to the “Unity” center 
or the desired prosperity will not come! 
Such statements as the following are to be 
repeated constantly: “The All-Providing 
Principle of Divine Supply is my Resource. 
I am established in substance and secure 
in prosperity. Plenty flows to me from 
every direction.” In this, again, “Unity” 
takes a Scriptural principle and applies it 
wrongly. “My God shall supply all your 
need” is not a promise to those who reject 
God’s provision for their greatest need, — 
a Saviour. 

When they assure every one that “God 
is here,” and that “God cares,” and that 
“God knows how to help,” they leave out 
the vital fact that while “there is one 
God,” there is also “one Mediator between 
God and men, the man Christ Jesus; who 
gave himself a ransom for all” (1 Tim. 
2:5, 6). They declare that all men can 
come to God directly, without any Media- 
tor, and claim every blessing he offers. 
They do not teach that, in order to do 
this, we must be “made nigh by the blood 
of Christ” (Eph. 2: 13). ; 

Some of the seemingly Scriptural teach- 
ings of “Unity” have been given above, 
—they are only seemingly Scriptural, for 
they omit the Scriptural foundations and 
conditions by which alone such blessing can 
be had. Here in contrast are some of the 
openly and grossly unscriptural teachings 
of “Unity”: 

“Evil is not a power opposed to good, 
as so many believe; it is only an absence.” 
This gives the lie to God’s Word, which 
tells us that “we wrestle not against flesh 
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and blood, but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the darkness 
of this world, against spiritual wicked- 
ness in high places” (Eph. 6: 12). 

“All that man can possibly do, be, or 
become, is now within him, an undeveloped 
possibility of attainment. It is for him to 
bring it forth.” This is the old heresy and 
false teaching of Pantheism, or the deity 
of man. 


“He who believes that the perfect, mani- 
fest man is sprung from the one source 
thereby proves himself to be divine.” 

“You may rest assured that we do be- 
lieve in the divinity of Jesus Christ, Our 
explanation of his divine nature is, how- 
ever, somewhat different from that offered 
by the orthodox schools. We believe in 
Jesus as the Son of God, as the Word 
made flesh, but we do not worship him as 
God. . . . It will make the matter clearer 
to you if you note the difference between 
the words ‘Deity’ and ‘divinity.’ Deity 
means God, whereas divinity means ‘god- 
like,’ that is, like God. . . . This is ex- 
actly the relationship between God and 
Jesus. Jesus is divine, but he is not Deity.” 

“Jesus is our saviour because he lived 
for us.” The Bible tells us that Christ 
is our Saviour because he died for us. 
“Unity,” like other false religions, of course 
denies the necessity of the shed blood of 
Christ, and of his death as man’s only way 
of salvation. 


All men may say: “I recognize the Christ 
principle as the central truth of my being.” 

“Everybody can be inspired; if we think 
that inspiration ceased with Jesus or Paul 
and the apostles, we hinder the stream of 
God-thought from flowing to us and we 
get no direct revelation.” The real in- 
spiration of the Bible is therefore denied 
by “Unity.” 

“God is good and God is all; therefore 
I refuse to believe in the reality of the 
Devil or evil in any of its forms.” “Unity” 
therefore disagrees with, and sets itself 
above, the Lord Jesus Christ, who re- 
peatedly declared the identity and person- 
ality of Satan, as when he said to the un- 
believing Jews: “Ye are of your father 
the devil, and the lusts of your father ye 
will do. He was a murderer from the be-

BE ee giving of gifts has become such a 
large part of our observance of Christ- 
mas that we shall do well to think seri- 
ously about our Christmas giving. Many 
who make no pretense of following the 
Lord Jesus give lavishly at Christmas time. 
It is possible, even for believers, to give 
at this season with little thought of God’s 
unspeakable Gift. Then, perhaps we have 
all known of some whose Christmas sea- 
sons are distressing and hectic times, be- 
cause of their concern over what they give 
and receive, 

How can we therefore, as Christian 
young people be sure that our Christmas 
giving will bring the greatest joy to others 
and to ourselves, and how can we truly 
honor the Lord Jesus by our Christmas 
giving? The Bible gives us a number of 
principles concerning giving that should 
guide us at the Christmas season as well 
as at other times.

First we need to recognize that God is 
the real owner and creator of all that 
we have and are (Col. 1:16; Rev. 4:11; 
Mark 10:21; Acts 10:36), 

Linked inseparably to this recognition 
of God’s Lordship should be the realiza- 
tion that we are only stewards of the 
material things that God entrusts to our 
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care. We do not own them, but we have 
the responsibility to administer them faith- 
fully and honestly for the owner. 

A clear understanding of these two basic 
facts settles at once the question of priority 
of claim. All too often, Christians satisfy 
the claims of self, of friends, or of others, 
and then have nothing left to give to God. 
As just stewards, we should first give to 
him. 

We give to God when we give to those 
agencies through which the Gospel is sent 
to those who have never heard. We give 
to God when we give to the worthy poor 
(Prov. 19:17). We give to God when 
we give to the support of a church that 
preaches the Gospel, or to a Sunday school 
where the Bible is faithfully taught. We 
give to God when we give to the support 
of rescue work for those who have fallen 
in sin, 

Our pastors will be able to tell us of 
many ways in which we may help support 
our denominational organizations. There 
are also many independent faith missions 
and interdenominational organizations that 
are seeking to carry on God’s work. A 
list of such worthy causes will be published 
in THE Sunpay Scuoort Times of Decem- 
ber 5 under the heading “Suggestions for 
Your.

Those who knew, loved, admired, and 
believed in Billy Sunday will smile over 
his own account of his change of style in 
preaching: “In one of my first sermons I 
had sentences as long as your arm. If 
a Greek professor tried to pronounce some 
of the words, his jaw would squeak for a 
week. I preached that sermon and it fell 
like a dud. It didn’t kill, I knew some- 
thing was wrong, so I took out the old 
Gospel gun and loaded her up with rock 
salt, ipecac, barbed wire, carpet tacks, and 
rough on rats, I lowered the hindsight and 
blazed away, and the gang’s been ducking 
and the Devil’s been hunting his hole ever 
since!” 

A newspaper account of the evangelist 
has the following comment: “Most every 
one was expecting a measure of Billy’s 
slang, but nobody was fully expecting his 
smile. He has a smile worthy of analysis 
and description. It is a major part of 
the preacher’s equipment. It takes the 
sting out of his biting phrases. For when 
he smiles the crowds smile with him — 
and that is often. That full-blown smile 
is the best interpretation of the man, for 
it shows his good will toward the world.” 

Mr. Rodeheaver discusses the increasing 
difficulty of great evangelistic campaigns 
today as compared with the time of Sun- 
day’s greatest work, from 1910 to 1920. 
“We were hearing of a changing emphasis 
in the religion of the churches. - They now 
were speaking of the Social Gospel, Chris- 
tian Education, and Humanitarian Move- 
ment as a substitute for the fire of evan- 
gelism. This was making fewer united 
church efforts possible. Other voices were 
calling and the supporting groups were 
gradually drifting away.” 

Rodeheaver believes that Billy Sunday 
preached to more than 100,000,000 people 
in the aggregate, and led more than a 
million men and women to Christ. His 
last service was in October, 1935, at Mish- 
awaka, Ind. Although he was well on 
in years and his health enfeebled, God 
blessed his ministry to the last. “It is 
a soul-stirring fact that at a time when 
other men have become enfeebled, he never 
lost his effectiveness. I do not think that 
at all strange. He was still the man of 
prayer. He preached the Gospel with the 
same faithfulness. He expected decisions 
for Christ. He gave the invitation. The 
conyerts came.” The text of his last ser- 
mon was, “What Must I Do to be Saved?” 
“At his invitation forty people accepted 
Christ; thus Billy Sunday closed his active 
ministry in a blaze of glory. His life’s 
passion was a great consuming desire to 
preach. He would rather die preaching 
than to live and not preach.”

Missionaries and pioneers in invention; 
business men and statesmen; discoverers 
in the field of science and leaders in the 
world of literature; explorers and preach- 
ers, are studied here with special reference 
to the sources of their power. The sketches 
are very informing as to the details of the 
lives that are included in the list, so that 
an understanding of the background of the 
life is not lacking, while at the same time 
there is a close analysis in each case of the 
secret of the life purpose and fruition. This 
is a real treasury of material for the teacher 
and speaker, and will also be particularly 
quickening in the deeper life of young peo- 
ple, in these days of great need of Chris- 
tian purpose and Christian stability. 


Pussy Afloat. By Kaye Fox. (Fleming 
H. Revell Co., New York, $2.) Quite 
unusual is this story of a cat. It is auto- 
biographical, “Tibby” herself being the 
speaker. She embarks on the Jupiter as 
a little stowaway smuggled in in the arms 
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of “Ginger” the bellboy, and begins a series 
of adventures. Through cleverness and 
friendliness she wins her way, and she is 
at last signed on as a member of the crew. 
She was kidnaped once in China, and once 
was “purchased” by an influential passen- 
ger who could not be refused, but through 
everything she manages to stick to her 
friend “Ginger,” who is as real and lovable 
a boy as “Tibby” is a cat. She helps to 
save the ship when it catches fire, and also 
by accident or cleverness is enabled. to clear 
“Ginger” when he is suspected of stealing. 
These two incidents firmly establish her 
in the love of the ship’s crew and passen- 
gers. The story is clever and humorous, 
admirably written for children, but one in 
which the fine points can best be appre- 
ciated by the adult. 


A Trip to New York with Bobby and 
Betty. By Lowell Thomas. (Dodge Pub- 
lishing Co., New York, $2.) Do you 
know how Wall Street got its name? How 
did the French people happen to give us 
the Statue of Liberty? What are the 
“Gardens of the Nations”? After Bobby 
and Betty had been taken around New 
York by Colonel Jerry they were able to 
answer these questions, and it is no won- 
der that Bobby said that everything they 
had seen in New York was the “longest 
or the biggest or the tallest in the world.” 
This beautiful book, with photographs on 
almost every page and written in Lowell 
Thomas’ breezy and readable way, is a 
most instructive gift for any child. Seeing 
the world’s second largest city by water, 
land, and air is a rare treat, and the next 
best thing actually to doing it is reading 
this book. 


By Ways Appointed. By Briggs P. 
Dingman. (Bible Institute Colportage As- 
sociation, 843-845 N. Wells St. Chicago, 
75 cents.) Tom Weber returns from World 
War service to face the problem of choos- 
ing a life work. His popular pastor per- 
suades him to try the ministry, so Tom 
and his pretty sister, Esther, enter college 
together. Almost at once Esther is led 
to Christ by her roommate, Ruth Travis, 
but Tom becomes an alleged atheist. How- 
ever, he falls in love with Ruth, while 
his chum, a Brazilian, becomes equally 
enamored of the golden-haired Esther. But 
the girls finish college and sail for the 
mission field before their prayers are an- 
swered, and both lads are -brought to the 
Lord at last. Interwoven in the story are 
a number of Scriptural proofs of the val- 
idity of Christian doctrine and the fallacy 
of modernistic teaching, while Christ is 
continually exalted as the only One who 
can save from past sin, deliver from evil 
habits, and settle every doubt concerning 
himself and his Word. 


Child’s Story Bible. Three vols. By Cath- 
erine F. Vos. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing 
Co., Grand Rapids, Mich.,$2:) Difficult as 
it is in these days to find Bible stories for 
children which are scrupulously accurate, 
true to Scripture, this series should be 
heartily welcomed and appreciated. Volumes 
I and, 2 comprise the Old Testament; Vol- 
ume 3, the New. This is not a collec- 
tion of Bible stories, but, as the title in- 
dicates, the Bible narrative itself in lan- 
guage adapted to the child of from seven 
to ten. The second volume begins with 
Saul, the first king of Israel, and continues 
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through the historical part of the Old Tes- 
tament to the end, briefly introducing many 
of the prophets. The chapters are short. 
The work is profusely illustrated with full- 
page color pictures which have been selected 
with evident care and will surely delight 
the heart of childhood. Mrs. Vos is an 
experienced story teller and has done the 
work well. 


When Love Dictates the Tithe. By 
James M. Blackwood, D.D. (From the 
author, 3241 Washington Blvd., Cleveland, 
Ohio, 25 cents.) Another book on tithing? 
Not just a book, but a loving exhortation, 
and written in a manner so winsomely 
persuasive that no conscientious reader can 
remain unconvinced of its verities. In six 
compelling but brief talks, Dr. Blackwood 
shows that when love really impels our 
tenth-giving, the issue is gratitude, our 
faith is shocked into activity, and worship, 
character, and richness of blessing are the 
inevitable results. The illustrations are 
exquisite and each chapter closes with an 


appropriate prayer. These messages will - 


be found especially useful for organized 
study among Christian young people. 


The Splendor of His Glory. By W. W. 
Melton. (Fleming H. Revell Co., New 


York, $1.25.) “Wheel into line, ye host - 


of Heaven, ye angels and archangels, cheru- 
bim and seraphim, for this day the Son 
of Man brings home His Bride!” With 
such a pean of triumph, this noted South- 
ern evangelist brings to a climax the 
first of his stirring sermons, from which 
the book takes its title. Other subjects 
include “Anchors and Ports,” “The Creed 
of a Fool,” “The Unseen Factor in Re- 
ligion,’ and “The Price of a Revival.” 
Each of the twenty addresses is well di- 
vided, that of “The Prodigal Son,” for 
example, being built up under the three 
captions, “He came to want,” “He came 
to himself,’ and “He came to his father.” 
The author is evidently one who knows 
men and loves them, and who feels keenly 
their need of the simple truths from he 
Book of God. His clear thinking, his force- 
ful style of expression, and the abundance 
of illustrative material will give pleasure 
and profit to both minister and layman 
readers. 


Broadman Family Library. (Broadman 
Press, Nashville, Tenn., $3.40.) Five at- 
tractive books make up this set, which is 
a veritable library in itself. There are 
stories for old and young and a wealth 
of spiritual food for all ages. One book 
calied “Once Upon a. Time” has a fine 
collection of stories for children, bits of 
verse, Bible stories, and tales of yesterday 
and today. It is just the thing for 4 
Sunday afternoon, or the bedtime story 
hour for children of from seven to twelve. 
“Star Trails to the Life Beautiful” is the 
title of another beok in this set. It is a 
series of devotional talks that will espe- 
cially appeal to young women, though 
Christians of all ages will find much that 
will enrich and bless their lives from the 
pens of two consecrated women. 

A collection of sermons by Dr. B. H. 
Carroll, the founder of the Southwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, makes up a 
large part of another book. “River of 
Pearls” it is called, and the reader is 
indeed pointed to the rivers of Living 
Water. It is to be regretted that in a 
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chapter called “The Way to World Peace” 
there is no mention of the second coming 
of Christ as the only solution of the prob- 
lems of this world. Dr. Carroll seems to 
feel that the Church is to be the instru- 
ment used to usher in world peace. The 
last part of this volume consists of nine 
short but very rich chapters by Dr. Rob- 
ert G.-Lee. It is entitled “Bed of Pearls,” 
and gives thoughtful studies of the deep 
teachings on the vicarious death of Christ 
as revealed in 1 Corinthians 15:3, 4. 
Keen and clever are the musings of Dr. 
I. E. Gates in “Watching the World Go 
By.” He tells of being blown away in a prong toe ge Mae 
cyclone when he was six weeks old, and ers, blackboard sketches— 
sketches his experiences as a boy, a the- ~ needed. 
ological student, a preacher and pastor, 
giving an unusually interesting picture of 
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his life. There is much humor, and many 
bright comments on the habits and cus- 
toms of the last century. He does not 
spare himself, making fun of his own mis- 
takes. There is pathos, too, and many 
touching incidents. The great value of 
the book will be to help young men who 
are starting out in the ministry to avoid e 
the pitfalls and traps of their vocation. Christmas Programs 
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picted in the story of Jack Wright and 
Grace Crawley. There is excitement on 
nearly every page, and the book will es- 
pecially interest young people of fifteen and 
over. 

This set of books is a valuable addition 
to any Christian home, as it contains a 
wealth and variety of material that will 
appeal to almost any age and any mood. 


A Keen Look at the Last Book of the 
Bible. By E. Perkins. (Fleming H. Revell 
Co., New York, $1.25.) The author does 
not claim that this is “another commentary 
on the Revelation.” He has for many years 
been an intensive student of this part of 
the Bible, and in this work is determined 
to let John tell the story. He makes no 
claim to scholarship, not even a working 
knowledge of Hebrew or Greek. He be- 
lieves in the futurist interpretation. The 
book is especially strong in proving that 
the church will not pass through the Great 
Tribulation. The proving of this point 
enables one to have a fine start in the un- 
derstanding of this last book of the Bible. 
He believes in the literal rebuilding of 
Babylon. From time to time he takes issue 
with some of the greatest Bible teachers, 
but does not hesitate at other times to say, 
“T do not know.” He submits explanations 
on some points which he claims are orig- 
inal. It seems probable that only fulfill- 
ment will clear up some of these points. 
The work is a valuable addition to an 
understanding of this very important part 
of God’s Word. 


Stories of Hymns We Love. By Cecilia 
Margaret Rudin. (John Rudin and Co., 
Chicago, $1.) A new and enlarged edition 
of this charmingly written book brings 
much of interest and value to the song 
leader who is looking for information about 
hymns and their authors. The stories are 
arranged in chronological order, beginning 
with Luther’s Cradle Hymn written in 
1535, and then the stately hymn by Isaac 
Watts written in 1719, “O God, our help 
in ages past.” Then follow a number of 
familiar hymns known and loved for years, 
including ‘““The Old Rugged Cross,” writ- 
ten in J913. There is the story of the 
writing of “Home, Sweet Home” and a 
sketch of its author, together with a full- 
page picture of his boyhood home. It is 
not a compendium of dry facts, but fresh, 
colorful, human interest stories, that will 
be enjoyed by the individual reader as 
well as used by the busy choir director, 
minister, young people’s leader, and Chris- 
tian worker, The workmanship of the 
book is artistic, making it a lovely gift for 
anyone, 


Life Abiding and Abounding. By W. 
H. Griffith Thomas, D.D. (Bible Institute 
Colportage Association, 843-845 N. Wells 
St., Chicago, cloth, 60 cents; paper, 40 
cents.) Two men were speaking together 
at a Bible Conference. “Suppose,” said 
one, “that { were to yield myself fully to 
the Holy Snirit and receive a blessing. 
Will it last?” “It will last,” declared the 
other, “but only as you learn and use the 
secret of abiding.” What this secret is, 
—the atmosphere of prayer, the food of 
the Word, and the exercise of obedience, 
— is most clearly and beautifully explained 
by Dr. Griffith Thomas in his present study. 
More than this, the life is made so simple 
of attainment and so attractive, that it 
would seem well nigh impossible for the 
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defeated one to read it and remain a wilder- 
ness Christian. The theme is further en- 
riched by hints and helps of practical value 
to the devotional life, thus making the little 
book a most suitable gift for holiday or 
other occasions. 


Voices From Calvary. By Harry Rim- 
mer. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing Co., 
Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.) The present 
reviewer has read all of this popular young 
preacher’s books up to this one and be- 
lieves this is his best. Myriads of ser- 
mons have been preached taking the seven 
sayings of Christ as the theme. In this 
book the tragic scene of Calvary is wit- 
nessed from seven points of view. One 
who loves his Lord can scarcely lay down 
the book as he listens in succession to Is- 
rael, the Gentiles, Africa, the mob, the 
Centurion, the Dying Thief, and last of all 
to our Saviour praying, “Father, forgive 
them; for they know not what they do.” 
This volume centers attention upon a right 
view of the cross. 


The World Today in the Light of Bible 


Prophecy. By E. J. Rollings. (Fundamen- 


tal Truth Publishers, Findlay, Ohio, 50 
cents.) No doubt a worldling would speak of 
this as a pessimistic book. Only a belief in 
the soon-coming of Christ can enable one 
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to read it without a feeling of hopeless- 
ness. It is certainly a terrible indictment 
of the present order of things. Yet as we 
look about us we are compelled to say that 
the picture is in the main true. 

The author follows the method of graph- 
ically presenting a world situation and fol- 
lowing it by Scriptural quotations describ- 
ing just such a situation. Using this method 
he gives a vivid word picture, in the light 
of prophecy, of World Unemployment, the 
Distress of Nations, the Moral Situation, 
the Plight of the Rich, the Men of the 
Last Days, and Modernism with its unholy 
alliances. In all of this we see “the steady 
advance of time and events to the certain 
climax and conclusion, the fabrication of 
the pattern of the last days, arranged by 
the Great Author.” 


Korean Young Folks. By Frederick S. 
Miller. (Fleming H. Revell Co., 158 Fifth 
Ave., New York City, $2.) Geography 
would come alive and the world grow 
familiarly dear if children and grown-ups 
as well, could have painted for them such 
pictures of every land as Mr. Miller has 
given us of the Hermit Nation. So vivid 
is his pen that we seem to see New Star 
making mud pies with the stolen ancestral 
tablets, Great Mountain letting his brother 
amputate a gangrened foot with a straw 
cutter, the willing widow letting herself 
be kidnaped for husband No. 2, and Jewel’s 
baby sister setting up her howling and 
hair-pulling contest whenever the church 
bells began to ring, until some one of 
her family was compelled to carry her to 
the House of God. Then there was the 
taffy which was strained through an old 
straw hat, the American vest that was 
worn outside the coat so the pockets would 
be handy, and the missionary on his “go- 
of-itself-wheel,” who tried to race a funeral 
procession to the junction! The antics of 
Megaphone, Cuckoo, and Skylark, the col- 
porteur mules,— but these and a hundred 
other items of interest must be left for the 
reader. They will amply satisfy his curi- 
osity and, at the same time, increase, his 
heart interest in the work of God over- 
seas. 


Lawrence, the Arabian Knight. By 
Harry Irving Shumway. (LL. C. Page and 
Co., Boston, $1.75.) Few paths to glory 
have been strewn with more physical suf- 
fering and disappointment than that of T. 
E. Lawrence, better known as “Lawrence 
of Arabia.” Much has been written about 
his amazing understanding of the Arabs 
and of the extreme confidence they placed 
in him. But in this life story of the 
Arabian knight, written especially for 
youthful readers, Mr. Shumway empha- 
sizes those qualities of fearlessness, per- 
sonal sacrifice, and unwillingness to quit 
that drove Lawrence through days and 
weeks of suffering, torture, and misunder- 
standing that seem almost incredible. 

The tale begins with Lawrence’s early 
boyhood when he was a small, retiring lad, 
more fond of reading, and searching out old 
ruins than of the routine sports of the 
school he attended. It was this love of 
old castles and ruins that later led him 
to udertake a walking tour through Syria 
and Palestine to gather material for a 
thesis at Oxford, and eventually to join 
an expedition sponsored by the British 
Museum to explore an ancient Hittite city 
on the Euphrates. It is interesting to learn 
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how, during the World War, one step after 
another brought him nearer and nearer, 
almost in spite of himself, to the difficult 
post of military adviser to Emir Feisal, 
son of the Grand Sherif of Mecca, and 
later the most important native leader in 
the revolt of the Arabs against the Turks. 

Thrilling as are the raids, attacks, coun- 
terattacks, and diplomatic adventures that 
Lawrence engineered in his new post, even 
more gripping are the stories of his daring 
penetration to the very heart of Turkish 
towns and fortifications, disguised some- 
times as a peasant, sometimes as a gypsy 
girl, and sometimes boldly wearing the 
uniform of a British officer. You will be 
amazed at the grit that carried him through 
torturous days of blistering heat on the 
desert, and through times when, with 
bare, bleeding feet, he led his  well- 
nigh exhausted camel over knife-edged ice. 
The tale will carry you to the days of 
victory near the close of the World War, 
and then through the years of disappoint- 
ment, when the Great Powers failed to 
redeem the promises made to the Arabs, 
and when Lawrence sought to escape pub- 
licity and notoriety in his homeland, until 
tragic death brought to a close his most 
remarkable and colorful career.

T IS becoming increasingly difficult for 

Christian people to find the sort of books 
they really want to read. Multitudes of 
attractive-looking books in almost every 
religious bookstore are dominated by the 
Liberalism of the day, often veiled and 
not easy to discover until the book is 
read through. 

It was to meet this need, and also to 
encourage Christian people to read and own 
more books, that the Pinebrook Book Club 
was organized. Its purpose is twofold: to 
help in the selection of books, and to make 
easier the purchasing of the newest and 
best, 

The plan is simple. All club members re- 
ceive each month a copy of the “Pinebrook 
Book Club News,” which lists and describes 
a large number of new books, including the 
one selected for the month. A member is 
not obliged to purchase any particular book, 
nor to purchase a book every month. He 
may choose as few as four in a year. This 
may be the “Book of the Month,” or one 
of the suggested substitutes, or if he de- 
sires he may simply notify the club that 
he does not wish to purchase any book 
that month, There are attractive “book 
dividends.” 

The club began in connection with the 
Young People’s Church of the Air and 
the Pinebrook Bible Conference, conducted 
by Percy Crawford. A Christian book- 
store was-the outgrowth of this work, and 
last February the Book Club had its be- 
ginning. That Christian people desire to 
be well informed and that they appreciate 
the help the club is giving has been evi- 
dent from the start. It has grown by 
leaps and bounds, and has a membership to 
date of 1,475, in forty-four States and 
Canada and in nine foreign countries. The 
office and bookstore of the club are at 42 
North Eighth Street, Philadelphia.
